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ABSTRACT 

This content analysis schedule for the Bilingual 
Project of Rochester, New York presents information on the history, 
funding, and scope of the project. Included are sociolinguistic 
process variables such. as the native and dominant languages of 
students and their interaction. Information is provided on staff 
selection and the linguistic background of project teachers. An 
assessment is made of the duration and extent of the bilingual 
component, and the methods of second language teaching in general. 
Included is an analysis of materials, student grouping, tutoring, 
curriculum patterns, and cognitive development. The report also 
discusses self-esteem, learning strategies, the bicultural and 
community components, and means of evaluation. Attached are several 
appendixes supplying additional information on material used in the 
program.

PART II. NARRATIVE 



Abstract 

The major objectives of this proposed program of Bilingual Education are: 

1. to develop a competence in Encli^^h in children whose 
home languaf^e is Spanish in order to allow continuous 
prosrecs through school. 

2. to develop competence in Spanlch in order to enhance 
self-c-ir.cei>t and learnin,: ability thr'^uf;h knoa-rled^;*:! of 
history and cultur2 aspociatfd with Spanish janf*\*r.:'e. 

3. to provide better educft'cional opportunities for Spanish- 
speakinc children and youth. 

to develop competence in English and Spanish for a limited 
number of monoline;ual, native En':lish-speakin:: children 
throvrh participation in bilin nial and bicultural prograirs. 

5. to es^.ablish closer parent-school comm\mication. 

The proposed procram includes four components: 

1. a pre-S'^hool ccfmponent; primarily for four-year olds. For ap- 
proximately 50^ of the time, material and information will be 
presented in Spanish by a teacher who is a native speaker of 
Spanish; the other approximately 50;4 of the time, similar material 
and infonnation will be presented in English to the same froup of 
children by a teacher who is a native speaker of En'';;lish. Both 
teachers will be fluent in the other's language in order to plan 
and correlate lessons, hav* parent conferences, etc. Tim.r will 
be included in the day for these purposes. There should be 

no less than 15 native Spanich-speaking nor more than 5 native 
English- cpeaking children in each group of 20 children. A total 
of 80 children will be enrolled. It is planned that UO children 
will be enrolled in morning and hO children in afternoon sessions. 
In addition to the two teachers described above, one Spanish- 
speakin.T community school aide will be employed as -.part of the 
staff.

IV. R-ogram Procedures 

Operational procedures will be organized in the following manner: 
A. Conponent I - Pre-school unit. 

Forty four-year old children -.111 be enrolled in norninj and ko more 
in afternoon pre-school bilin/^ual Icn^xane developr.e-it prorTa-.s. The 
two sections will be assigned on- Spanish-speakinc teacher aide who 
will assist with teacher assigned activities and other areas as pre- 
scribed in section VI of the narrative. The native Smnish section 
r will provide a Spanish atmonphere. All written material in and 
around the room will be in Spanish. The teacher will use only 
Spanish as will the teacher aide. They will respond to questions 
spoken .in English, but their answers will always be in Spanish. The 
narrative English section will provide a North American atmosphere. 
All written material in and around the room will be in English. The 
teacher wiU use only English as will the teacher-aide. They wiU 
occasionally respond to questions in Spanish, but their answers will 
be always in English. The establishment of a classroom atmosphere 
that is representative of the specific language and culture reflects 
part of the philosophy of The Coral Way project in Dade County, Florida. 
It is vital that children learn to associate the language they are 
learning at a given time with specific cultures as represented by 
specific classrooms and people. There must be as little confusion 
as possible. This philosophy and the following is a possible outline 
of the program organization:

The Por 
el Mundo del Cuento y la Aventura series appears to be the best Spanish 
reading series available at this time. It is especially appropriate for 
Rochester since it was developed in Puerto Rico and presents the culture

Eacl 
year*8 activities have 'fetory-lines" organized arovnd science concepts and the 
processes of scientific inquiry. 

A "story-line" of both science concepts and. the pre cesses science runs throufh 
the three grade levels. Th\is, the seventh-grade ccurse is concerned with energy 
Its foms and characteristics, and measurement and operational definition. The 
student investigates the conversion of enargy from one form to another, maJcing 
realistic measurcr.2ntc vhcrever possible. The eigl:t-grade themes are matter anc 
its conr o sition and model buildinc . The student develops the seventh-c*«^e pariic3e 
model and then c.pplies it in interpreting physical, chemical, ciid biolocical sii u?.- 
tions in the laboratory and in natxu-e. Txi the ninth grade, the student uses the 
techniques of investigation and e:q>2rimentation as well as the science concepts that 
he has learned to attack problems in a variety of situations in earth end biolo^jical 
science. 

In ovlnc CO t.-ach th? rrosrc:. the sciiool must provfdo c- rccr. in '.-hich stuicnts err. 
do laboratoiy work that involves the use of cheaicj Is in some cases. 
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The min5jnun requirement is a rooa that has flat-top tables, one electrical outlet, 
and a sink vith runnins water and drain. There shotOd be stcrase facilities for 
the laboratory equipnent and supplies, arranged so that students can have ready 
access to these. In the event that a separate st )rerooni is used, it is reccn-^ended 
that an equiprient ta'ile or laboratory cart be pro- -idea in the clr.ssrocrr. so that the 
equipaent can be mad-B available without the necesiity of students' leavins the roora. 
Space for the storage of text materials is also djsirablc. 

I.S.C.S. is designed for use vith non-college bouid students, as voll c.s those 
students who vdll stidy biology, earth science, cienistry, or p^ysics in high S'^hools. 
Although I.S.C.S. ensonpasses materials that cor^rise a much needed bacl-^rouna for 
success in modem high school science, it can ser.'e as a terminal couxse. 
The format of the materials of the I.S.C.S. Prograa \rith the pictorial activity 
frames, seems to aid the poor reader a great deal. Because inability to reed the 
English language \nll be a handicap for oiu: Spanish speaking students, the teac'aer 
will be working in the translation end adaptation of these material befcre the 
school year 1970 - 71 begins.
